cigarettes".. The chapel was made of 
stone with three huge beams holding the 
roof in place. The mortar used to hold 
the stones was still in good. condition, 
The altar was beautiful Italian marble. 
The whole chapel was very dusty and 
looked as if it hadn't been used for 
several years. . 

The villa is constructed like a fort, 
with high stone walls around the whole 
place. It is easy.to note the 
additions that were made as years went | 
by. All the windows have bars like a’ 
jail. The water system is quite unique. 
It starts from the top of a nearby : 
mountain and runs through several farms 
and houses before it reaches the villa 
where it is collected in a huge pool. 
During the night several hundred gallons 
collect in this:reservoir and the 


following day the olive press is run by © 


a waterwheel. After that the water is 
collected in another reservoir and used 
to irrigate the olive trees and arti- 
choke plants. If-there is water left 
over the people wash their clothes, 

The sanitary -facilities in the villa 
are solid marble (very cold) and very 
old. I had the men scrub them with 
hot soapy water and dump lime. into them 
but it didn't help. What can you expect 
to do about something that has been. 
going on fer 300°years? (Is that 
all?--Ed,) 

The firewood situation here is 
rough. There just isn't any to be had, 
It is considered*a crime to cut down a 
tree and there aren't very many around 
in the first place. The natives burn 
grass and something that looks like 
bamboo. They cut the grass in the fall, 
twist it into bundles and dry it in the 


We have two men working in the kitchen 


It is difficult to refuse food to 


huge basements. One of: our men repair- 
ing a road the other day chopped down 


“two trees without realizing what the 


score was, You should have seen the 
way the natives stared at him. I think 
they'd have given him a bad time if © 
they'd had the chance. I've seen. . 
women and children hauling wood on their 
backs for miles. I saw one woman .pick- 
ing up the chips left from cutting a- 
few snags. She had a piece of cloth 


‘and was putting each chip carefully 


into it. 

There is plenty of wine available but 
most of it isn't any good. If one has— 
the proper connections the good stuff is 
brought out of cellar; the men are al- 
lowed to buy a quart a day if it is 
available. I have been ‘doing a little 
research to find out what is wrong with 
the poor wine and learned that they were 


using a powder something like Kool-Aid. 


They mix the powder with water and sell 
it for 50 lire a litre. (A lira is 
worth one cent here.) 

I'm certainly glad I brought a sleeping. 
bag’ along. It is really cold. Everybody. 
else has blankets and they aren't com- | 
fortable. Perhaps those sleeping bags — 
they are selling in San Francisco ~ 


' (Army sleeping bags sold at reduced 


price to civilians in San Francisco in 
December) should be sent over here. 
So far the food has been pretty good, 
considering the difficulties in trans- 
portation.‘ We had. frozen pork chops for 
lunch today. Most of the time we get 
canned. meat and no fresh vegetables. 
‘It's hard to censor mail by candle- 
light. Italian light globes are no good. 
American ones are 35,00 for a 25 watt 
globee-if you can get one.

National Ski: Patrol. However, the veil 
of secrecy has been lifted to reveal 
training and army life of the mountain 
troops at Camp Hale, as well as details 
of the attack on Kiska,. 

Hannes Schneider warns eager parents 
to keep children off skis until they 
are eight or nine years old, with the 
bone structure sufficiently developed 
to withstand the strains of skiing. 

Lt. (j.g.) John S, Holden of the 
Naval Reserve reviews the pros and cons 
of the various methods of ski instruce 
tion. The writer reaches the sensible 
conclusion that while each school 
stresses certain positions and motions 
to the exclusion of others, such 
rigidity in instruction is necessary 
only to keep a beginner in hand and 
is of no advantage to an advanced 
student.

a twisting motion, and thus preventing 
fracture of the foot or leg.
